Where’s Caylee? 


Mystery behind 
missing Florida 
toddler grips public

ORLANDO What’s cap tivated Americans 
are the photos — the toddler’s fawnlike 
eyes and chubby cheeks resting in her 
hands. 

Yet we’re also taken with the darker 
side: A young mother who waited 31 
days to report the girl missing and 
then, detectives say, lied about crucial 
details. 

Although the story is hashed out 
before a national audience nearly every 
day— Caylee Anthony’s grandparents 
are staples on network TV— there’s 
little new evidence. 

“We know that time is the enemy 
in these cases,” said Ernie Allen, 
president of the National Center 
for Missing and Exploited Children. 
“With Caylee, we’re trying very hard 
to keep hope alive.” 

Caylee, who was reported missingjuly 
15, has seemingly vanished. Detectives 
and family members hope she will be 
home by Saturday her third birthday 

Late Wednesday, detectives carried 
four bags of evidence out of the 
Anthony family home but would not 
say what was inside. A dive team was 
to scour lakes and retention ponds 
Eriday although officials say the 
searches are part of routine monthly 
training. 

Caylee’s mother, Casey Anthony, 
is being held on $500,000 bond, 
charged with a third-degree felony, 
child neglect, and one misdemeanor 
count of filing a false police report. 
She has not been charged in the girl's 
disappearance. 

In Orlando, people are frustrated 
Caylee hasn’t been found and angry at 
how her mother has conducted herself 
in court hearings and on taped jail calls. 

“She’s got something to do with it,” 
said 28 -year-old Jeff Sutton, who was 
standing outside the jail this week

watching a dozen TV cameras prepare 
for the arrival of Casey Anthony’s 
mother. 

Anthony’s attorney, Jose Baez, 


describes his client’s accusers as a 
“lynch mob.” 

“Out the window went the 
presumption of innocence and a right 
to a fair trial,” he said. 

Detectives are amazed Casey 
has kept her composure under 
questioning, never crying or showing 
emotion. 

“Her demeanor has been, for lack 
of a better word, nonchalant,” says 
Deputy Chief Carlos Padilla. “She’s 
shown no remorse, no concern.” 

On the night she was arrested, a 
family friend asked, in a recorded jail 
call: “How come everybody’s saying 
that you’re not upset, that you’re not 
crying, that you showed no emotion, 
no caring of where Caylee is at all?” 

“Because I have to stay composed 
to talk to detectives, to make other 
phone calls, to do other things,” Casey 
answered. “I can’t sit here and be 
crying every two seconds like I want 
to. I can’t.” 

Baez said his client is innocent and 
“has a very compelling reason for her 
actions and we will present them at 
the proper time and place.” 


BACKGROUND 

Lee Anthony, the missing 
toddler’s uncle, said his sis- 
ter Casey Anthony left town 
with her daughter Caylee 
on June 16 for work and 
vacation. 

On July 15, Cindy Antho- 
ny, the child’s grandmother, 
dialed 911. 

“I found out my grand- 
daughter has been taken, 
she has been missing for a 
month ... I need to find her,” 
a frantic Cindy Anthony 
said. “I found my daughter’s 
car today and it smells like 
there’s a dead body in the 
damn car.” 

Cindy Anthony said she 
hadn’t seen the girl since 
mid-June. The dispatcher 
asked to speak to Casey 
Anthony. 

“Why are you call- 
ing now?” the dispatcher 
asked. “Why didn’t you call 
31 days ago?” 

Her reply: “I’ve been 
looking for her and gone 
through other resources to 
find her. Which was stupid.” 

Casey Anthony told 
Orange County sheriff’s 
deputies she left her child in 
an apartment June 9 with 
a nanny. 

But investigators say the 
apartment had been empty 
for several months. 

Other troubling details 
emerged: A neighbor told 
detectives Anthony had 
asked to borrow a shovel. 
Her father said she had sto- 
len two gas cans from the 
garage and refused to let 
him get something from her 
car trunk. A boyfriend said 
she never told him that Cay- 
lee was missing. 

Cadaver-sniffing dogs 
detected a scent in Casey’s 
car, and hair, dirt and a 
strange stain were found in 
the trunk. Investigators are 
still awaiting FBI tests on 
evidence, [ap] 


Missing British giri’s famiiy hopes f iies offer cine 


LISBON A team of legal experts in Lisbon is sifting 
through nearly 30,000 pages of police evidence 
on the disappearance of Madeleine McCann and 
passing information to the British girl’s family 
who have hired private investigators, one of their 
lawyers said Thursday 

The McCanns hope the long-anticipated 
release of the previously secret Portuguese 


police file into her disappearance will furnish 
leads that will give new momentum to their own 
search. 

The police file details what police found 
in their 15-month investigation during which 
Madeleine’s parents, Kate and Gerry, came under 
suspicion. But it didn’t clear up the mystery 
about what happened to Madeleine. 


“Everything we feel is relevant to the most 
important aspect of all this — finding the child 
—will be used,” said Rogerio Alves, one of the 
family’s lawyers. 

Madeleine vanished May 3, 2007, a few days 
before her fourth birthday, from a hotel room 
during a family vacation in Praia da Luz, a coastal

Earlier this week, I committed a 
cardinal sin on the streets of Chicago. 

Despite years of extensive home 
training and accolades from the Illinois 
Secretary of State for safe driving, I blew 
my motorist mojo: 

I honked my horn. 

At the time, it seemed like a reasonable 
enough action, but that brief burst of 
sound almost earned me a starring role in 
a smackdown. 

Here’s how it happened. The traffic 
light was out at the intersection of 31st 
Street and Indiana Avenue, and I and 
other drivers were taking turns crossing. 
All except one guy 
who looked like 
a pudgy version 
of the Wu Tang 
Clan’s Method 
Man. Faux Meth 
flew through the 
light as if it never 
existed, causing 
several other cars to 
screech to a stop. 

Normally, I’m 
an MYOB type 
of motorist, but 
this speeder nearly 
collided with me. 

I honked once as 
he barely scraped 
past me, and I was 
utterly amazed 
when he abruptly 
pulled in front of 
my car on an angle, 
nearly blocking the 
entire intersection. 

Then, with anger in 
his eyes, he started opening his door. 

Two thoughts raced through my mind: 

(1) Is this really Method Man? 

(2) Is he about to beat me down? 

I admit to being super skittish because 
of a local incident of road rage gone 
horribly wrong. Late last week, DuPage 
County officials announced they were 
setting a $750,000 bail for a Bellwood 
driver whom police say backed over 
and killed a motorcyclist he rear ended, 
the Tribune reported. The driver took 
this drastic course of action to avoid an 
accident report, DuPage prosecutors 
said. 

The notion that a driver could take a 
life over something that petty had scared 
me straight and stayed in my mind for

days. It was odd that I so soon found 
myself in an eerily similar standoff 

Luckily, I had smarts on my side. 

I did not even entertain the idea of 
uttering a word to this driver or exiting 
my car. 

I also leveraged speed and smooth 
maneuvers. 

As his door opened, I peeled off, 
squeezing by with just enough space to 
zoom to the expressway I was terrified he 
might be right behind me, but I escaped 
unscathed. 

Still, it seemed I needed a refresher 
course in dealing with dangerous 
drivers, so I dialed up AAA Chicago 
spokeswoman Beth Mosher. 

After I gave her my spiel, Mosher said 
that while there is nothing wrong with 
honking at heedless drivers, their wild 
maneuvers could be a clue to road rage 
waiting to happen. 

“If someone is driving erratically or 
seems out of control, do not engage 
them,” Mosher told me. “You may have 
the right of way, but get out of their way 
and give them their space.” 

Even if a driver hits your car, don’t be 
too forceful when it comes to exchanging 
insurance and driver information if he or 
she resists or is outright hostile. 

“You don’t know what someone might 
have in their car,” Mosher said. “They 
could have a gun.” 

The best course of action, according 
to Mosher: Let the police deal with 
motorists gone mad. 

“Take down the make and model of 
the car, and the license plate number,” 
Mosher said, adding that any other 
detail— including specialty license plate 
information— can help authorities track 
down the driver. 

Good advice, and I’ll do my best to 
follow it the next time I face off against a 
psycho with a steering wheel. And believe 
me, there will be a next time for me, and 
likely you too.

Two Chase bank branches were robbed 
within minutes of each other Thursday 
morning in the South Loop and on the 
Near North Side, police said. A third bank 
was robbed about an hour and a half later 
on the Near West Side. 

Chicago Deputy Supt. Steve Peterson 
said police and FBI were reviewing surveil- 
lance video from the 
robberies, and that 
the robberies did not 
appear to be related. 
He also said the rob- 
bers appeared to all 
be male, but didn’t 
have further descrip- 
tions. 

The first robbery, 
which featured two 
suspects, occurred a 
few minutes before 
lo a.m. in a Chase 
bank in the 800 block 
of South Wabash 
Avenue, said Officer 
Laura Kubiak. 

One of the victims, 
who asked not to be 
named, said she was 
withdrawing money 
from an automated 
teller machine in the 
lobby when she felt 
someone put an arm 
around her waist and 
grab the cash in her 
hand. 

The customer said 
the robbers got $20 
from her and did not 
appear to get any 
money from the tell- 
ers. 

Less than 10 min- 
utes later, a different 
robber entered the 
Chase branch in the 
1100 block of North 
Clark Street and 
demanded cash from 
a teller, police said. 
The robber, who also 
showed a handgun, 
was last seen running toward the CTA Red 
Line stop at Clark and Division Streets. 

The third robbery occurred about 11:40 
a.m. at ABC Bank in the 1300 block of 
West Taylor Street, police said. The rob- 
ber was armed. No one was injured in the 
robberies, police said.

Bean bags were still being tossed, beers 
still being sipped and the intoxicating 
incense of smoked meat still clung to the 
air in the south parking lot outside Sol- 
dier Field on Thursday night, but fans 
interviewed before the start of the Bears 
preseason opener said they felt a funda- 
mental fan tradition had taken a hit. 

The NFL announced Wednesday that 
no tailgating would be permitted in park- 
ing lots during games unless the tailgaters 
had a game ticket. Fans still can party in 
the lots before and after games, and sea- 
son-ticket holders are essentially unaf- 
fected. 

But even for Dee Tounsel, 50, a season- 
ticket holder for 26 years, the new policy 
sounded like a way to wring more money 
in concessions out of fans who already 
pay at least $45 just to park in the south 
lot. He said he’d never seen any violence 
at a Bears game. 

“ ‘You’re enjoying yourself, and I’m not 
collecting on it,’ ’’Tounsel said, explaining 
what he thought was the NFLs mind-set. 


SECURITY WATCH 

Monterrey Security workers, who 
manage the parking lots during the 
Bears games, reported no problems 
enforcing the new rules Thursday 
with the start of the team’s preseason 
opener. Chicago police bike officers 
patrolled the lot, but said they were 
only there to enforce drinking laws. 


“ ‘You can’t just sit there and have all this 
fun and I don’t get paid.’ What’s it going 
to be next year? No open flames? Eventu- 
ally, it’s no tailgating.” 

“It sucks,” said Bob Kocur, 50, of South 
Holland, holding a cigar stub in his left 
hand shortly after being reminded by a 
man in a Bears Fan Services T-shirt that 
the game was about to start. “I think each 
year they make it harder to be a Bears 
fan. What harm does it do to have people 
standing here? This is part of the tradi- 
tion— they’re taking part of the tradition 
away” 

A couple of car rows away, William 


Bojak, a season-ticket holder of 12 years, 
placed slices of cheese on the burgers 
he was grilling and said much the same 
thing. He said he’ll no longer be able to 
stay in the lot and watch the game while a 
family member uses his ticket. 

“It’s an insult to what has been,” said 
Bojak, 48, a lifelong Bears fan who grew 
up in the city and now lives in Naperville. 
“You’re taking away from what’s good 
about this city” 

Several fans completely supported the 
new policy 

“People should go in the game,” said 
Jeffrey Rivera of Brookfield. “Otherwise, 
the football game would turn into a big 
party in the parking lot.” 

But Beto Gomez, 24, of Marquette 
Park said the new rule means he’ll be 
enjoying the atmosphere at Soldier Field 
less frequently Last year, he bought tick- 
ets to half the games and tailgated the 
rest. 

“Either you have a ticket or you’re 
screwed,” he said. “Now I’ll probably just 
go to a local bar and watch the game.”

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Cop suspended 
for demanding 
free coffee

Judge Oemolish homes 
for O’Hare expansion 


A Chicago police officer was sus- 
pended for 15 months and ordered to 
undergo counseling for demanding free 
coffee and pastries from six Starbucks 
Coffee shops over five years. 

The Police Board of Chicago decid- 
ed in May to suspend Officer Barbara 
Nevers, a 14-year veteran, after finding 
her guilty of using her job as a police 
officer to intimidate the employees of 
the coffeehouses to give her free cof- 
fee by flashing her badge, handcuffs or 
gun when they asked for payment. 

“I don’t pay for coffee, I am an offi- 
cer, I get coffee for free,” Nevers, 55, 
allegedly told employees 
who asked for payment. 
The city’s attor- 
neys also alleged 
that she stole juice 
from a Starbucks 
in July 2004. She 
was acquitted of the 
theft charge in Cook 
County Criminal Court 
in 2005. 

Nevers’ attorney said she never used 
her job to demand coffee but insisted 
that some coffeehouses gave it to her 
for free because she was an officer. 

Several employees testified before 
the board that they did indeed offer 
free coffee to police officers but said 
Nevers would get annoyed if they asked 
her to pay They also said they did not 
give out free pastries. 

“She was vehement about getting 
the free pastries,” one store manager 
testified, describing how Nevers came 
behind the counter angrily. After the 
incident, the manager told her she was 
banned from the store. 

Nevers testified that she never 
demanded free coffee but took it if 
offered. She also denied showing her 
gun to employees. “I don’t demand 
anything,” she said. 


A DuPage County judge Thursday gave 
the City of Chicago permission to begin 
demolition of more than 500 properties in 
Bensenville that it has bought to make way 
for the O’Hare runway expansion. 

Chicago officials hailed the court ruling 
and said they would start to relocate utili- 
ties and fence off the affected homes in 
Bensenville. 

About 30 families live in the area. 

“Activity will start almost immediate- 
ly,” vowed Rosemarie Andolino, executive 
director of the O’Hare Modernization 
Program. She said no date has been set to 
start the demolition. 

In July 2007, Circuit Judge Kenneth 
Popejoy approved a temporary restrain- 
ing order that halted Chicago’s plans to 
demolish the homes and ordered an envi- 
ronmental study to guard against the 
release of any hazardous materials during 
the demolition. 

Bensenville officials made a final plea 
Thursday against demolition. At a news 


conference in front of boarded-up hous- 
es, Bensenville officials called the proj- 
ect “a runway to nowhere,” arguing that 
the demolition is unnecessary because 
the city can’t afford the project. They 
also asserted the demolition would 
spread toxic materials throughout the 
village. 

Chicago officials have said the con- 
struction of a southern runway at O’Hare 
is needed to maintain the airport’s eco- 
nomic growth. 

It remains unclear when Chicago will 
be able to complete the project. The city 
has failed to win agreement from the 
major airlines to fund the second phase. 

In light of the financial pressures on the 
airline industry, the city may alter its ambi- 
tious airfield design. 

“Why are you going to destroy this 
beautiful neighborhood when there’s nev- 
er going to be an O’Hare Modernization 
Program?” asked Bensenville President 
John Ceils. 



State troopers start helping Chicago battle violence 


After a noisy war of words between Gov 
Blagojevich and Mayor Daley, state troop- 
ers have quietly started helping Chicago 
Police fight the city’s violent crime. 

Troopers made several arrests Wednes- 
day, seized a gun, recovered a stolen car 
and tracked the movements of a handful 
of gang members “so the first night wasn’t 
too bad,” said Illinois State Police Direc- 
tor Larry Trent. 

The Thursday announcement came 
as Chicago Police Department statistics 
show homicides in the city rose 18 percent 
through July compared with 2007. Blago- 


jevich was quick to do the math, pointing 
out last month there were “two murders a 
day in Chicago.” 

Trent said he worked closely with Chi- 
cago Police Superintendent Jody Weis for 
two weeks to develop a plan of coopera- 
tion. Weis said at a separate news confer- 
ence Thursday that he was “very happy” 
about the new cooperation with ISP. 

But as recently as last week, Daley 
mocked the governor for offering to send 
extra police to Chicago while the state 
is cutting its law enforcement budget. 
Blagojevich had surprised Daley on July 16 


by offering to send state police or even the 
National Guard to battle “out of control” 
crime in Chicago. 

State police will patrol expressways near 
high crime areas in Chicago and near- 
by suburbs and help track the history of 
weapons used in crimes, Trent said. State 
criminal intelligence analysts will be reas- 
signed to create a gang intelligence unit, 
he said. 

“I always get nervous when people look 
at very small period of time,” Weis said 
Thursday ''You can’t look at a 30 -day peri- 
od and make a lot of conclusions.”

Live bullets found on cars 

Chicago police were reviewing 
surveillance video Thursday to 
determine who placed live bullets 
on numerous cars near DePaul 
University in Lincoln Park. DePaul 
officials said police have told them 
that there did not appear to be any 
threat to students, but the school’s 
public-safety unit and Chicago 
police were increasing patrols in 
the area. The .22-caliber bullets 
were found Wednesday morning, 
mostly on car windshields parked 
in the 2000 block of North Ken- 
more Avenue and on West Semi- 
nary Street, authorities said. 

Man, 19, dies in shooting 

A 19-year-old man died after being 
shot in the head on the South Side 
on Thursday morning, police said. 
The shooting occurred near the 
intersection of South Indiana Ave- 
nue and East 88th Street, police 
said. The gunman was seen flee- 
ing east along East 87th Street 
on a red BMX bicycle. He was 
wearing a white tank top and had 
dreadlocks, police said. 

Sandwich shop stabbings 

Three people were stabbed in 
what police called a gang-related 
attack Thursday afternoon inside 
a sandwich shop on the Near 
West Side. A suspect was arrested 
after the assault inside Granddad- 
dy’s Subs, 2343 W. Taylor St., just 
before 2 p.m., according to police.

The Chicago bar scene is changing. 

More bars are offering food while others are looking to expand their busi- 
nesses to people younger than 21, statistics show. 

“There’s more of a demand for this type of family restaurant/neighborhood 
tavern combo,” said Efrat Stein, spokeswoman for the city Department of 
Business Affairs and Licensing, which issues liquor licenses. 

The city issued 176 of the three main types of 
liquor licenses to new businesses from January 
through June of this year. The city approved 
123 consumption-on-premises licenses, which 
are allotted to establishments whose prima- 
ry retail sales are something other than the 
sale of alcohol, such as restaurants, ban- 
quet halls, theaters, bowling alleys and 
hotels. 

The city permitted 42 licenses for packaged goods to busi- 
nesses such as grocery stores, liquor stores and convenience 
stores, which sell liquor enclosed in containers. And ii tav- 
ern permits were allotted to 21-and-older entities such as 
bars, nightclubs, lounges and pubs, where alcohol sales 
are the primary sales. 

In addition to these three main types of liquor 
licenses, the city also issues liquor licenses for non- 
profit clubs, caterers, businesses with outdoor 
patios and establishments that are open late 
hours. 

Stein said the city does not limit the 
number of liquor licenses it will allow, 
but new businesses potentially face sev- 
eral restrictions on where they can set 
up shop. 

Some neighborhoods have been vot- 
ed dry by residents, while some aider- 
men have placed moratoriums on new 
liquor licenses in their wards. State law 
won’t permit liquor licenses within 100 
feet of a school, church or hospital, and 
in the city, liquor establishments cannot 
be within 100 feet of a library, with the 
exception of the Harold Washington 
Library, Stein said. 

“Consider your location,” Stein said. 
“We recommend that business owners 
research the neighborhood sentiment 
before {settingup].”

Obama dismisses suggestions 
of trouble from Clinton backers

Democratic presidential candidate Barack Obama on Thursday 
dismissed suggestions that the nominating convention could be 
marred by tensions between his supporters and the die-hard backers 
of Hillary Clinton. 

Obama told reporters that their staffs were working out mutually 
agreeable convention logistics. At the same time, Clinton was assur- 
ing her supporters in an online chat that she and Obama were “work- 
ing together to make sure it’s a big success.” 

Neither directly answered questions about whether Clinton’s 
name should be placed in nomination so that her backers could 
record their votes. 

Obama clinched the nomination after a sometimes bitter prima- 
ry contest with Clinton. Amid reports that some Clinton backers 
hope to raise her profile at the convention or even continue to push 
her candidacy Clinton and Obama were publicly trying to ease the 
strained relations that exist between some of their supporters. 

Flying home to Chicago, Obama told reporters on his campaign 
plane that he talked separately this week to Hillary and Bill Clinton, 
and that they were enthusiastic about having a smooth convention 
at the end of the month in Denver. 

‘As is true in all conventions, we’re still working out the mechan- 
ics, the coordination,” Obama said. One such issue is whether there 



will be a convention roll call on Clinton’s nomination, he said. 

“Fm letting our respective teams work out details,” he said. Asked 
if that meant he wouldn’t object to her name being placed in nom- 
ination and a vote taken, Obama said: “I didn’t say that. I said that 
they’re working it out.” 

Clinton has not said whether she will seek a formal vote on her bid 
for the nomination. For the online chat on her Web site, she wrote 
that she and Obama will ensure Democrats are “fully unified.”

Pop- 
eye’s chicken, mashed potatoes, coleslaw, 
carrot cake and ice cream. After Wednes- 
day’s sentencing, Durham was to get the rest 
of the deal, caizones, lasagna, pizza and ice 
cream, his defense attorney confirmed.

Bin Laden’s driver gets iighter sentence 


GUANTANAMO BAY NAVAL BASE, Cuba A military 
jury gave Osama bin Laden’s driver 
a stunningly lenient sentence on Thursday, 
making him eligible for release in just five 
months despite the prosecutors’ request 
for a sentence tough enough to frighten 
terrorists around the globe. 

Salim Hamdan’s sentence of 5V2 years, 
including five years and a month already 
served at Guantanamo Bay, fell far short 


of the 30 years to life that prosecutors 
wanted. It now goes for mandatory review 
to a Pentagon official who can shorten the 
sentence but not extend it. 

It remains unclear what will happen to 
Hamdan once his sentence is served, since 
the U.S. military has said it won’t release 
anyone who still represents a threat. 
The judge. Navy Capt. Keith Allred, said 
Hamdan would likely be eligible for the 


same administrative review process as 
other prisoners. 

Hamdan thanked the jurors for the 
sentence and repeated his apology for 
having served bin Laden. 

“I would like to apologize one more 
time to all the members and I would like to 
thank you for what you have done for me,” 
Hamdan told the panel of six U.S. military 
officers, hand-picked by the Pentagon 
for the first U.S. war crimes trial in a half 
century

Favre switches green jerseys in Packers’ swap 


Brett Favre will wind up in green this 
season after all— New York Jets green. 

The Green Bay Packers agreed Wednes- 
day night to trade the quarterback to the 
Jets, a final surprising twist to a football 
soap opera that already had been full of 
them. The move ends a remarkably ugly 
split between Green Bay and one of its 
most beloved players, allows the Packers 
to move forward with new starting quar- 
terback Aaron Rodgers and gives Favre a 
fresh start— although not exactly the one 
he wanted, as Favre’s first choice was wide- 
ly believed to be the Minnesota Vikings. 

The Jets apparently outbid the Tampa 
Bay Buccaneers for the three-time NFL 
MVP, who retired in March but changed 
his mind in recent weeks. According to 
nfl.com, the Packers will receive a fourth- 
round draft pick in 2009. The selection 
would turn into a third-rounder if Favre 
plays in 50 percent of the plays this season, 
a second-rounder if he plays in 70 percent 
and the Jets make the playoffs, or a first- 
round pick if he plays in 80 percent and 
the Jets make it to the Super Bowl. 

Jets owner Woody Johnson said in a 
written statement: “I am looking for- 
ward to seeing Brett Favre in a New York 
Jets uniform. He represents a significant 
addition to this franchise, and reflects our 
commitment to putting the best possible 
product on the field.” 

“Brett has had a long and storied career 
in Green Bay, and the Packers owe him a 
tremendous debt of gratitude for every- 
thing he accomplished on the field and for

the impact he made in the state,” the Pack- 
ers said in a written statement attributed to 
President Mark Murphy and General Man- 
ager Ted Thompson. “It is with some sad- 
ness that we make this announcement, but 
also with the desire for certainty that will 
allow us to move the team and organization 
forward in the most positive way possible.” 

The Packers decided to move forward 
with Rodgers after Favre retired in March. 

The arrival of Favre signals the end of 
Chad Pennington’s career with the Jets. 
New York went into training camp with 
an open competition between Pennington 
and Kellen Clemens. 

Favre must learn a new offensive sys- 
tem and adjust to playing under the bright 
New York spotlight. The Jets, coming off 
a 4-12 season, underwent a $100 million 
makeover during the off-season, augment- 
ing their offensive line and remaking their 
defense.

Fate and destiny seem to 
guide Heavy the Fall, at least 
according to bassist Michael V. 

He attributes fate for the 
many meetings that have pro- 
pelled the band from an aspira- 
tion to the world-class heavy- 
rock group they are today, 
including the chance connec- 
tion with Anthrax drummer 
Charlie Benante. 

Michael met Benante at his 
day job, where they “instantly 
connected about music and life. 

“We had known each other 
for a few years when I gave him 
early Heavy the Fall record- 
ings to see what he thought,” he said. “He 
called me within 20 minutes and said it 
was awesome.” 


The band then asked Bena- 
nte if he would produce their 
debut EP. 

“He not only said yes, but 
offered to drum on the tracks,” 
Michael said. 

Thus was born their epony- 
mous debut EP, with the legend- 
ary Anthrax drummer pounding 
away on all five songs. 

“I don’t think words can 
explain how we felt,” Michael 
said. “Charlie brought out the 
best in the songs and in us.” 

Heavy the Fall formed through 
the fateful meeting of guitarist 
Erik Kikke and Michael outside 
a concert for which neither of 
them had been able to get tick- 

“We bonded right away,” Michael said. 
I really believe that Erik and I are musical 


soul mates.” 

The duo stayed together through the 
implosion of their first band, together 
building the guitar-driven Heavy the Fall 
with lead vocalist Daniel Graunke and 
drummer Jason Delismon. 

Delismon, a highly skilled drummer him- 
self (scoring an endorsement from manufac- 
turer Vic Firth), nonetheless sits out on the 
band’s follow-up EP, due out this month, as 
Benante returns to record with the group. 

“Charlie is playing drums and produc- 
ing all five tracks again. ...We have made 
a commitment to Charlie, and him to us, 
that we will work on this together until 
the end,” Michael said. 

On Friday, Benante plays drums with 
Heavy The Fall in concert in Schaumburg. 

Commitment and dedication of this 
sort, the “magic and chemistry” as Michael 
describes it, can only come through fate 
and destiny

Films say goodbye to Friday premieres

Pink is the new black, 50 is the new 40 
and, when it conies to summer movies, 
Wednesday has become the new Friday 

Between now and Labor Day, the major 
studios and several independent distribu- 
tors are releasing more than half a dozen 
new films on a Wednesday, usually consid- 
ered one of the slowest days of the week for 
moviegoing. 

Although this week’s national Wednes- 
day premieres— “Pineapple Express” and 
“The Sisterhood of the Traveling Pants 2”— 
opened two days early in part to avoid the 
start of the 2008 Olympics, the midweek 
theatrical openings are largely designed to 
maximize positive buzz so the new releases 
can hit Friday with a full head of steam. 

“We think our movie plays really, really 
well,” says Chris McGurk, whose Overture 
Films will release Don Cheadle’s terrorist 
drama “Traitor” on Aug. 27 in order to get 
a jump on the Labor Day holiday “We just 
believe releasing it on a Wednesday before 
a four-day weekend is like having a rolling 
sneak preview.” 

Says Jack Foley, the distribution chief for 


Focus Features, whose comedy “Hamlet 2” 
will move into wide release on Aug. 27: “Abu 
get a lot of positive word-of-mouth going 
into the weekend. You have two days of 
people validating the movie locally” 

While “The Dark Knight’s” summer 


receipts are so stunning it’s not a fair pre- 
dictor of any other movie’s performance, 
the Batman sequel’s midweek numbers 
have shown that people will flock to the 
multiplex on days other than the weekend. 

In breaking so many box-office records. 


“The Dark Knight” has sold more than $8 
million in tickets every weeknight except 
Monday (when it grossed $6.3 million), 
with its earliest midweek nightly grosses 
topping $20 million. 

Sony moved up the release of “Pineap- 
ple Express” from Friday to Wednesday for 
several reasons: to avoid the Olympics, sep- 
arate itself by a week from next Wednes- 
day’s “Tropic Thunder” (which Paramount 
and DreamWorks previously moved from 
Friday, Aug. 15, to Wednesday, Aug. 13) and 
generate early heat for its R-rated stoner 
comedy 

Distributors say Wednesday openings— 
especially late in the summer— actually 
boost, rather than cannibalize, weekend 
grosses. 

“Wednesday is not a dead day at any time 
of the year, frankly, because of what it can 
do for your film,” Foley says. “ Ydu get a lot 
more money on the Wednesday and Thurs- 
day of that first week than what you would 
get on the following Wednesday and Thurs- 
day And I would rather get as much of my 
money up front then let the movie play out 
week after week.”

#### Trying to increase business, Brit- 
ish wine shop owner Steven Spurrier (Alan 
Rickman) travels to California— where 
he’s heard, France be damned, winemak- 
ing is on the rise— in hopes of gathering 
bottles to host a France vs. U.S. tasting. 

In America, the film focuses on Chateau 
Montelena, where owner Jim Barrett (Bill 
Pullman) tries to ward off foreclosure 
from the bank, handle his son (Chris Pine, 
with Bret Michaels’ hair and a “Dazed 
and Confused” attitude) and supervise 
a brilliant employee Gustavo (Freddy 
Rodriguez) and new, fetching intern Sam 
(Rachael Taylor). 

Big question: Can this drama, set in 
1976 and based on the real-life landmark 
tasting that put California vino on the 
map, express the passion of wine experts 
as well as “Sideways”? 

Skip it: Why is it so hard to make a 
true story feel real? Instead of drawing 
us into the vineyard to smell the grapes 
and sense the soil, “Bottle Shock” offers 
a pointless love triangle and lets Sam off 
the hook as an intern who does nothing 
but make out with her co-workers. Even 
if the performances were better (only 
Rodriguez and Rickman redeem them- 
selves), the story feels much too slight to 
register as a groundbreaking shift in the 
international wine community 

Catch it: If you agree with Spurrier’s claim, 
“Great wine is great art.” You stiQ have to 
admit that what results after drinking three 
bottles of great wine is far from artistic.

‘Pineapple Express’ blazes new trail for genre

Funniest pot joke in a movie? 

The moment in “Up in Smoke (1978) 
when the blissed-out Cheech, having sam- 
pled a doobie the size of Baja California, 
asks, “HoVm I driving?” and the 
blitzed-out Chong answers, “Um, 

I think we’re parked”? 

Or when The Dude (Jeff Bridg- 
es), the bowler/stoner of “The 
Big Lebowski (1998), hallucinates 
bowling pins and balls that resem- 
ble private parts dancing? 

Or maybe when Thurgood 
(Dave Chapelle) in “Half Baked 
(1998) inhales, exhales and 
declares, “This weed was the 
shiz-nittlebam snip-snap-sack”? 

Cheech & Chong, Beavis & Butthead, Jay 
and Silent Bob, Harold & Kumar, Bill &Ted. 

To this pantheon of pothead humor add 
Dale and Saul (Seth Rogen and James Fran- 
co) from “Pineapple Express,” the comic 
misadventures of a genially inept stoner 
(Rogen) and his dealer (Franco), who wit- 
ness a murder, are hunted down by mob 
dealers and avoid bullets— without harsh- 
ing the peace-out types. 

Like so many stoner movies, it’s a weed 
action-comedy that is really, really, really 
funny without being really good. The pot- 
head comedy is the triumph of munchies 
over inertia. 

Just as you can be anti-gun and enjoy 
“Dirty Harry,” you don’t have to be stoned 
to enjoy stoner comedy 

Thirty years ago, Cheech & Chong com- 
bined buddy movie with substance-abuse 
comedy, creating the pothead comedy, 
which reintroduced visual humor to mov- 
ies in an era when much comedy was pure- 
ly verbal (see ^)(body Allen). Since then, the 
equation for pothead drollery has been: 


2 dudes + 1 doobie = 1,001 giggles. 

Pothead humor is particularly suited 
for film because it provides endless pos- 
sibilities for slapstick. Take the scene in 
“Pineapple Express” where Franco, driv- 
ing an unfamiliar car where he 
can’t find the wipers, improvis- 
es a peephole through the tox- 
ic-red Slurpee blanketing the 
windshield. 

Pothead movies have many 
subgenres, including the 
“implied stoner comedy” This 
is the movie in which the hero 
does not visibly partake but 
nevertheless has glazed eyes, is 
unable to perform simple tasks 
and is immobilized before the 
TV set pondering whether Wilma or Betty 
is the sexier cartoon cavewoman. 

This subgenre includes the divine “Bill 
& Ted” movies, the two “Wayne’s Worlds,” 
and also “Repo Man” (1984). Of course, we 
know that marijuana kills brain cells. So is it 
counterintuitive to ask: Smartest movie pot 
joke? For me, it’s a toss-up. 

Is it Kumar (Kal Penn) and his reply to 
the med-school admissions dude in “Har- 
old & Kumar Go to White Castle” who 
can’t understand why he doesn’t want to 
attend, even though he has perfect MCAT 
scores: “Just because you’re {equipped] 
doesn’t mean you gotta do porn”? 

Or is Spicoli (Sean Penn) in “Fast Times 
at Ridgemont High,” explaining the mean- 
ing of the Declaration of Independence to 
his bemused history teacher: “What Jeffer- 
son was saying was, ‘Hey! Abu know, we left 
this England place ’cause it was bogus; so 
if we don’t get some cool rules ourselves— 
pronto — we’ll just be bogus tool’ ” 

In the immortal words of Bill &Ted (and 
Wayne and Garth): “Party on, dudes!”

Scrabulous

Scrabulous is gone from Facebook and many addicted fans 
are wondering, “Is life over?” 

Last week, the creators of the hugely popular game had 
Scrabulous removed for U.S. and Canadian users of Face- 
book after Hasbro— which owns Scrabble’s North American 
rights— filed a suit against Scrabulous’ creators (two brothers 
from India). 

It was a bona fide, triple-word score B-U-M-M-E-R, (which, 
if you’re scoring at home, would be a 36 -point play). 

Many fans of the game are up in arms. Nearly 6,000 have 
joined a group on Facebook called “Save Scrabulous.” On the 
group’s message board, some go so far as to call Hasbro execu- 
tives “fascists.” 

And you thought board games were docile. 

But Scrabble fans have several options to consider. To put 
it in the game’s terms, there are several letters left in the bag. 
Here are the ways currently available to fill the hole left by 
Scrabulous’ departure from Facebook:

Scrabble 

Before filing suit against Scrabulous, vid- 
eo game maker Electronic Arts released 
an official (and free) version of Scrabble 
under a broad licensing deal with Hasbro. 
That Facebook application, currently in 
Beta, has attracted about 69,000 month- 
ly active users— a far cry from the half a 
million active daily on Scrabulous. The 
game play here is exactly the 
same. The only real dif- 
ference is the cheesier, 
flashier and slower ani- 
mation— which makes it 
feel more like a kid’s game. 

That’s a notable problem, 
but it’s still a simple way 
to play Scrabble. Many 
in the Facebook commu- 
nity resent the corporate 
action against Scrabulous 
and are staying clear of 
the official version. It’s a 
very contemporary reac- 
tion of complete disre- 
spect for copyright. In 
these times, the blatant 
knockoff is somehow the 
more ethical venture. 

Rating: Double letter 
score. 


^ Wordscraper 


Rajat and Jayant Agarwalla, the Scrabulous creators, have released 
Wordscraper as their solution to Hasbro’s legal complaints. It has 
quickly become popular, with more than 169,000 active users. 
Though it’s a game based around forming words with seven let- 
ters on a board with various values— it ain’t Scrabble. And that’s 
all Scrabulous ever was: an exact copy of Scrabble, with good Web 
functionality. You can arrange the board however you want (like, 
say, mimicking the Scrabble board) but it’s still not the same. 

Rating: Don’t trade in your tiles. 


Scrabulous ^ 

No, Scrabulous isn’t gone. Its use was only 
legally threatened in North America— and 
therefore restricted from Facebook users in 
the U.S. and Canada. The Web site, scrabu- 
lous.com, is still completely functioning. So 
if you want to play Scrabble the way it was 
popularized online— as Scrabulous— you 
can do so, just without the middle man of 
Facebook. (And to obsessive Scrabulous 
fans, Facebook really was simply the go- 
between.) The most convenient way to do 
this is to play “Email Scrabulous,” which 
you can play against friends. When it’s your 
turn, you get an e-mail with a link lead- 
ing you to your game. This is actually an 

upgrade over the Facebook application, which didn’t notify you when it was your 
turn. If you can sleep easy knowing you’re using the knockoff instead of the real 
Scrabble, this is best way to play online. 

Rating: Triple word score.

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Dr. Horrible’s Web 
experiment pays off

It should come as no surprise that 
“Dr. Horrible’s Sing-Along Blog,” Joss 
Whedon’s 42-minute online musical, has 
been greeted like the second coming of, 
well, “Buffy the Vampire Slayer.” 

From the moment it was 
announced that Whedon had 
used his downtime during the 
writers’ strike to work on a Web- 
only (at least at first) serial star- 
ring Neil Patrick Harris as an 
aspiring supervillain, geek cul- 
ture quivered in anticipation of 
this gift from two of its favorite 
entertainers. 

The project went live at 
drhorrible.com in mid-July with 
predictable results: The Web 
site crashed (Whedon reported 
that as many as 1,000 people a 
second tried to view the show on 
the first day); the show became 
the No. I iTunes download in 
the TV category; a “Dr. Hor- 
rible” panel at Comic- Con with 
Whedon and Harris stoked the 
flames; and critics threw them- 
selves at Whedon’s feet (“the summer’s 
funniest TV show,” according to Time 
magazine). 

It has to be noted that “Dr. Horrible’s 
Sing-Along Blog” is, if nothing else, a bril- 
liant and relatively inexpensive marketing 
tool for Whedon, whose other projects 
are mentioned in every article about the 
Web serial’s success. (For the record, they 
include “Dollhouse,” a new series for Fox, 
and the comic book “Buffy the Vampire 
Slayer: Season 8,” based on his much-loved 
former series.) 

But is it worth all the attention? Yes, and 
sort of It’s certainly notable as an experi- 
ment in online content creation— a test of 
what people will pay money to watch on 
their computers. (Commercial-free down- 


loads at Hunes cost $1.99 per 13- to 15-min- 
ute episode or $3.99 for all three; the show 
can be streamed free, with commercials, 

at drhorrible.com.) 

What’s most interesting in this regard is 
how much “Dr. Horrible” looks 
like a TV show— a show with 
bite-size episodes and a slight- 
ly claustrophobic feel resulting 
from low budgets and rushed 
filming, but still a show, with a 
reasonably complex narrative 
and higher production values 
than other fictional Web series. 

If the comparison is with other 
Web content, “Dr. Horrible” is a 
winner. It’s not a one-joke riff It 
has real performances. (In addi- 
tion to Harris, it stars Nathan Bil- 
lion, from Whedon’s short-lived 
series “Firefly,” as Dr. Horrible’s 
nemesis, the superhero Captain 
Hammer, and Felicia Day, from 
“Buffy,” as Penny, the object of 
their affections.) The songs, by 
Whedon, his brother Jed and 
MaurissaTancharoen (who’s also 
a writer on “Dollhouse”) are tune- 
ful, witty soft pop. 

Harris, while more earnest here than he 
is as the ego-monster Barney in “How I 
Met Your Mother,” still manages his trick 
of wrapping the most abominable behavior 
in the most winsomely appealing package. 

As a Web project, “Dr. Horrible” rates 
up there with R. Kelly’s 22-chapter musical 
melodrama “Trapped in the Closet,” with 
which it shares an over-the-top sensibility 
and a prominent gay subtext. (Fillion sere- 
nades his own muscles; Day sings to Harris, 
“So keep your head up, Billy ... buddy”). 

If the comparison is with TV, the answer 
is murkier. On that scale, “Dr. Horrible” 
falls somewhere between an amusing tri- 
fle and a dramedy that won’t make it to the 
13th episode.

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The art of 
grilling veggies 

Newsday 

Grilled vegetables. They’re healthy delicious and perfect for 
summertime meals. But the truth is that great vegetables— even- 
ly cooked, tender yet with a nice brown finish on the outside— 
are one of the hardest grilling tasks to tackle. 

The single biggest determinant of successful grilled vegetables is 
how you cut them. You want to make the pieces long and/or wide, 
so they don’t fall through the grate. You want to make them sturdy, 
so they don’t fall apart. You want to make them of uniform thick- 
ness — shoot for about V3 inch — so they cook at the same time. 

Here are general tips and specific advice on the most common- 
ly grilled vegetables. 


Time to grill 

When the grill is hot, season the 
vegetables. Pour a couple of 
glugs of olive oil into the sheet 
pan and sprinkle generously with 
kosher salt. Press the prepared 
vegetables into the salted oil and, 
using your hands, make sure both 
sides are lightly coated with oil. 
Place vegetables on the hot grill. 


No peeking 

Once the vegetables are 
on the grill, cover it and 
do not peek for at least 
3 minutes. After 3 min- 
utes, use tongs to lift up 
the edge of a vegetable. 
If it is nicely browned, 
flip it over; if not, give it 
another few minutes.

EGGPLANT AND ZUCCHINI 

Buy smallish eggplants, medium zucchini— about 6 inches 
long is optimal. Cut off stem ends of vegetable, then cut it 
in half lengthwise. Lay each half, cut side down, on a flat 
surface and cut each half in half lengthwise again for a total 
of four long slices. Cut smaller vegetables into fewer slices, 
larger into more. 

CARROTS 

Here, the goal is to cut the thicker part of the carrot so 
that it cooks as quickly as the thinner part. Use small, thin 
carrots— but not the “baby” variety. Carrots with the tops on 
are usually a good size. Cut off tops and any discoloration at 
top end— the wider end— of the carrot. Peel the carrots and 
cut off any wispy ends. Now make a cut lengthwise, from the 
top to the middle of the carrot. 

PEPPERS 

Cut off the bottom and top of pepper so you have as boxy a 
shape as possible. Make one lengthwise slit and then lay the 
“opened” pepper gently on a flat surface. Remove any seeds 
and pith. Cut the pepper into large pieces where there are nat- 
ural creases, so that they will lay as flat as possible on the grill. 

ONIONS 

Cut the root and stem end off large onions and peel. Cut 
each onion into wide rings. Thread each slice with two 
metal skewers, about I inch apart— with only one skewer, 
the slice will come apart when you turn it. If you have flat 
skewers (rather than ones that are round in cross-section), 
you need only use one per slice. Bamboo skewers are usually 
not strong enough to penetrate a raw onion.

Living-Together-Lite 
key is all in exchange 


If you want to know whether your rela- 
tionship is getting serious, look around 
your house. 

Has your boyfriend’s/girlfriend’s tooth- 
brush found a permanent home in your 
bathroom? Are his T-shirts and 
underwear co-mingling in your 
laundry basket? Might 
there even be a drawer 
dedicated to your sig- 
nificant other? 

If you’re not both- 
ered by finding your 
significant other’s 
belongings randomly 
strewn throughout 
your home, you’re 
comfortable with the 
idea of sharing your space. 

Eventually you’ll wonder 
what the next step might be. 

Do you move in together? Or 
maybe you exchange keys on a 
trial basis — and not just to feed 
the animals, water the plants or 
as a safety net in case you find 
yourself locked out. 

Exchanging keys is a sign of 
strong commitment. By offering 
that small piece of metal, you’re 
telling that person that he/she is 
always welcome, at any time of 
day or night, by giving them equal 
access to your life.
